As Members of the United States Housp of Representatives , 
we wish to express our severe concern over the continued impris- 
onment of Rafael Rey despite the orders of the federal courts 
of Argentina that he be freed. In 1977, Mr. Rev whs found not 
guilty of alleged political offenses. lieve.rthej ess , he remains 
in Jail under the national executive aurhoritv of vour eovernnent 1 " 
atate-ofi-seige lavs. 

In March, 1379, Mr. Rev’s wife and daughter received pui- 
alaalon to leave the oquntry. They now live in Israel, and 
desperately want to be reunited with him. Rafael Rey 1 <? appli- 
cations to emlgrste have been twice refused. We believe it is 
a serious In us tic a that even thourh they were both arrested on 
the same charges, ahe has been permitted to leave the country 
while he remains in prison. 

Additionally, official* from the United State* have been 
refused permission sevsral times to interview Hr. Ruy to deter- 
mine his eligibility for parole Into our country 

We are extremely dismayed ovi.r the continued incarceration 
of Rafael Rey and his forced separation from hia fnmi.’v. Accord- 
ingly, we respectively urge that your ^overnrrent (1) permit U.S. 
representatives to interview Mr. Rey, and (?) grant hi a request 
Co emigrate to Israel.
